Guilherme Guinle had been

With 
the production of the new furnace, 
capacity of the plant is elevated 
to 1,800,000 tons annually, or 
200,000 tons above the target se 
for 1960. 

Thus, production of ingot steel 
has practically doubled in the last 
five years. In 1955, the plant 
turned out 666,000 tons. Steel ex 
perts are pointing out that the 
new Guilherme Guinle production 
plus that of the Nation’s smaller 
plants will bring Brazilian output 
up to 2,300,000 tons for the cur 
rent year.

Sr. Janio Quadros Foresees 
a Reinforcement of Bonds 


Between Brazil and U.S. 


President-elect Janio Quadros, 
in his first interview with the 
press after the Brazilian elections 
early last month, stated, among 
other things, that he would con- 
tinue the good relations which 
Brazil has with the United States. 


To Fulfill Obligations 

In his meeting with the press 
on October 13, the President-elect 
had the following to say: ‘The 
traditional bonds of friendship 
which bind Brazil and the United 
States will be reinforced during 
my administration. Brazil wil 
fulfill its obligations to the Or- 
ganization of American States 
and to the United Natiens. Coin- 
cidentally, Brazilian foreign 
policy will be marked by more ab- 
solute independence and will as- 
sume directions which are com- 
patible with the realities of ow 
world.” 

“Concerning relations with the 
United States, I think it is very 
difficult to augment them. They 
are already the best possible. 
What should be done is to increase 
economic, technical, scientific and 
cultural relations in the light of 
the fact, as I have already ob- 
served, that Brazil is fated in the 
near future to become a_ world 
power.

General Manoel Deodoro da Fonseca is generally considered to be 
the proclaimer of the Republic of Brazil. He was also the first presi- 
dent of the United States of Brazil. A native of the State of Alagoas 
who was educated in the military school of Rio de Janeiro, he attained 
the rank of captain in the Brazilian army in 1864. Following his 
appointment in 1886 as governor of the province of Rio Grande do 
Sul, General Deodoro da threw himself actively into the 
politics of the country, espousing openly the republican opinions 
then becoming prevalent. Summoned to Rio de Janeiro to answer 
questions concerning his military rule, he found the opportunity, 
according to Capistrano de Abreu, to declare the republic on November 
15. 1889. when he wrote on a blackboard hanging outside the office 
of the Gazeta de Noticias, “The Republie is Proclaimed!” Photograph 
is a reproduction of the famous oil painting by Henrique Bernardelli.

Benjamin Constant Botelho de Magalhaes was the great philosophical 
idealist of Brazil whose liberal ideas the Monarch accepted without 
question. The source of his ideas was the Positivistic philosophy which 
permeated Brazil in his day. The constitutional assembly proclaimed 
him the Founder of the Republic because of his services to it. He was 
also a famous professor in the Military School, Minister of Instruction 
and Minister of Posts and Telegraphs. His school reforms, undertaken 
between 1890 and 1892, were designed to prepare Brazilian youth 
for life in the new republic.
